Millionaires Seem to Weary of the 


Routine in a Short Time. 


Washington Times: There are not 


many wealthy young officers serving 
In Uncle Sam's army. Consequently 
when a few dajs ago annauneemPiit 
was madci of the resignation from the 
seivice of Lieutenant Robert S. Clark, 
N nth mfantiy, old nfticers shook their 
heads wisely and remarked that 
it 


didn't seem as if,any of thonc million- 
aire fellows could stand the racket f,or 
long. 


Still the majority of officers in the 


army do not blame Lieutenant Clark 
for his action. In his particular case 
they say he made an unusually gooel 
record and while there was really .act- 
ive work. 
In the "boxer" campaign 


and the operations in the Philippines 
young Clark, though a millionaire, was 
more than willing lor hard work. Re- 
cently when Clark, v. hn is a ste-pson 
of Bishop Potter of New York, found 
that he was to be returned to the Phil- 
ippines he sent in his resignation and 
it was accepted. 


It is said by army officers here that 


Clark was probably the richest officer 
who has served recently under the col- 
ors of the United States.

Clark has had u handsome income ever 
since he became of age.
